Columbia, Ostberg lived in Rome while working, 
on several major projects in Saudi Arabia and 
since returning to the U.S. his extensive portfolio 
work includes the Landmark Tower in 
Yokohama, a variety of projects at American uni- 
s, and the U.S. embassy (the detail of 

which is pictured above) and the ambassador's 
residence in Singapore.

New requirements for energy conservation, now 
included in the State Building Code (780 CMR, 
Chapter 13), took effect a year ago and constitute an 
entire replacement of the former Chapter 13, which 
applies to all new commercial and high-rise residential 
buildings in Massachusetts.

Each artist brings a new perspective to questions 
of scale, structure, and social interaction as they revis- 
it, among other things, the utopian aspirations of 
modernist architecture. The exhibit has been designed 
by the Boston firm of Office dA and the exhibit cata- 
logue traces the history of the use of architectural 
models in art from the early 1900s through the work 
of Dutch artists associated with the de Stijl movement 
and Russian constructivism to the architectural mod- 
els of artists as diverse as Leger and Archigram and 
Superstructure. 


The exhibit is complemented by a free symposium on 
June 1 titled “Building A Vision II: The Intersection 
of Art and Architecture” at the Copley Theater in 
Boston. Panelists include Aaron Betsky (director of 
the Netherlands Architecture Institute), Elizabeth 
Diller and Ricardo Scofidio (who are designing the 
new ICA facility on the waterfront), Preston Scott 
Cohen of GSD and former ICA director David Ross.

Sert Jackson honored 
nationally for Miro project 


Over a quarter of a century ago, the Boston firm of 
Sert Jackson & Associates designed the Fundacio Joan 
Miro (the Miro Foundation) in Barcelona. Honored 
for its design at the time, the project has been hon- 
ored again. It is the recipient this year of the national 
AIA 25-Year Award, the prestigious honor that recog- 
nizes extraordinary design work that has not only sur- 
vived but grown in importance at least 25 years after 
it was completed. 


The project was nominated for this award by the BSA 
and was featured recently in the March issue of 
Architecture magazine.

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Are you a knowledgeable 
employer? 


Do you know when you're hiring independent con- 
tractors and when you are hiring employees? 


This issue — always an issue for employers in this 
country — was the focus of a recent Kiplinger 
Forecasts.com report focusing on employers’ responsi- 
bilities. 

The report — “Contractor or Employee?” prepared 
by Pamela M. Prah in August of last year — summa- 
rizes the way the IRS tries to distinguish between 
independent contractors and employees. Prah notes 
that many employers prefer to treat people working 
for them as contractors rather than employees 
because independent contractors are not subject to 
payroll deductions for Social Security, workers’ com- 
pensation, unemployment insurance or income 
taxes...and wage and hour laws don’t apply to inde- 
pendent contractors. “With the trend toward out- 
sourcing work,” Prah notes, “it’s becoming increas- 
ingly difficult to tell the difference” between inde- 
pendent contractors and employees. 


The report notes that the IRS focuses on three pri- 
mary characteristics to determine an individual's sta- 
tus; the extent to which the employer controls the 
daily work of the individual; the extent to which the 
employer controls the business aspects of the worker's 
job (“An employee is paid by the hour, week or 
month,” notes Prah, “whereas an independent con- 
tractor is paid by the job or on commission.”); and 
the type of relationship that exists between the 
employer and the worker (“An employee has a rela- 
tionship with an employer that is expected to contin- 
ue indefinitely. An independent contractor expects to 
work only through a specific project.”) 


Prah reports that the IRS itself “acknowledges that it’s 
tricky to determine a worker's status” and the IRS 
thus provides some leeway to employers who make a 
good-faith effort to classify workers properly. Prah also 
notes that the IRS often will forgo a penalty if the 
employer can “show a sound basis for relief, such as a 
standard industry practice or reliance on a court case 
or ruling.” 


“The IRS in its zeal to increase collections of employ- 
ment taxes used to be the biggest worry for employers 
on this front, but not anymore,” according to Prah; 
“the newest headache comes from private attorneys fil- 
ing class-action lawsuits that demand back overtime 
pay and benefits for workers who say they were 
improperly classified as independent contractors.” 
Finally, Prah notes that “just because companies get 
workers through temp agencies and leasing companies 
does not automatically mean that they are safe from 
legal minefields.”

Finda committee” 
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September 11 victims receive 
BSA members’ and allies’ 
support 


On September 18, 2001, BSA president Robert Brown 
IIDA, AIA e-mailed a message to all BSA members and 
friends to report that the BSA had established a fund to 
enable all of us to channel support to the victims of 
September 11. Brown reports on the results of that 
effort here. 


In the still very few and very painful months since 
September 11, BSA members and our friends and col- 
leagues throughout Massachusetts — many of us per- 
sonally touched by the events of September 11 — 
have responded in extraordinary ways to the needs of 
the victims of this tragedy. 


The BSA Board of Directors and staff immediately 
offered assistance to our colleagues in New York City 
in particular where the devastation of September 11 
was so extraordinary. During a visit to the AIA New 
York chapter a few weeks after September 11, | was 
privileged to deliver to our sister chapter in New York 
a check from the BSA to help AIA New York respond 
to the enormous staffing and volunteer needs 
September 11 had created. It was both a devastatingly 
sad and still wonderful moment to be in New York 
with our colleagues there and with leaders of AIA 
chapters in a dozen other American cities who joined 
us to provide financial and other assistance to our col- 
leagues in New York. 


At the same time, BSA members and allies — includ- 
ing an extraordinary number of design-firm employ- 
ees, consultants and allies elsewhere in the nation — 
were contributing over $70,000 to the BSA 
September 11 Fund. 


Over the ensuing months, the BSA — like many 
other organizations around the country — has been 
seeking the best way to ensure that the funds con- 
tributed to the BSA September 11 Fund were used to 
relieve some of the burdens of the victims of 
September 11. Working with our colleagues in New 
York and elsewhere, we began to identify a number of 
channels through which the funds donated through 
the BSA might be best distributed. It is a privilege to 
report that ultimately all of the funds donated 
through the BSA fund have been contributed to the 
Massachusetts 9/11 Fund, which is responding to the 
needs of families who lost relatives in the devastation 
of the Pentagon, the World Trade Center in New 
York, and the planes used as weapons. 


The Massachusetts 9/11 Fund was created with a 
$500,000 donation from Stop & Shop and the our 
professional community's contribution of over 
$70,000 through the BSA September 11 Fund marks 
the second major contribution to the Fund. 


It is a privilege for me to extend the BSA Board of 
Director's appreciation to all of those contributed to

Cuba enriches the BAC...and all of us 


Three years ago, the Boston Architectural Center 
(BAC) obtained permission to admit international 
students to our master's programs. This expansion of 
our enrollment is part of our effort to take a broader 
approach to incorporating non-Western and non- 
European design perspectives into our professional 
education. As the largest architectural college in New 
England with a volunteer faculty of over 300 working 
professionals, and as the leading proponent of prac- 
tice-based design education in the United States, we 
felt we should open learning opportunities to interna- 
tional students and develop opportunities for 
American students and faculty to study abroad. Years 
of study tours have helped us develop a summer stu- 
dio in Paris and our new historic preservation pro- 
gram is helping open doors to countries to which 
non-educational tourists have difficulty gaining access. 
In February 2002, the BAC made its first study tour 
to a still-embargoed Cuba. 


During the week-long trip, 28 architects, interior 
designers, preservationists, planners, and educators 
from the BAC met with their counterparts in 
Havana... The group included BAC board members, 
members of the Board of Overseers, staff, students, 
and faculty. We met with staff from the National 
Center for Conservation, Restoration and 
Museumology, practicing architects, and faculty of 
Cuba's architecture school, and toured sites undergo- 
ing various types of preservation. We were chal- 
lenged to consider how a city with limited capital 
resources could undertake historically accurate and 
adaptive restorations designed to enhance economic 
development in a highly active and tourist-oriented 
city. (The image in the adjacent column is a recently 
restored building on Havana's Plaza Vieja.) 


Several things caught our attention. Central physical 
planning occurs in urban areas, but small neighbor- 
hood groups seem very much in control of communi- 
ty planning decisions. Construction resources are very 
limited, yet labor-intensive work goes on aggressively 
in every neighborhood. There will be substantial 
opportunities for American architects, contractors, 
and suppliers to contribute to Cuban restoration and 
development efforts once the embargo is lifted... 


Cuba's great architecture spans four centuries, and 
restoration activities have attracted European and 
Canadian investors who are building undistinguished 
resort hotels and boring post-Modernist office com- 
plexes. Great old cars are plentiful (and kept running 
with transplanted diesel engines), but so too are new 
Mercedes taxis and American Ford vans imported 
surreptitiously through unnamed third countries. 
More than 50,000 people showed up on the opening 
day of a new book fair in Havana, indicating that 
the Cuban “revolution” has been as much about 


improving literacy (and health care) for all as about 
changing the economic standards of the poorest 
Cubans. Fabulous music is pervasive and infectious 
— Company Segundo of “Buena Vista Social Club” 
fame was playing in our hotel the night we arrived 
— inspiring many of us to move in ways we no 
longer thought possible... 


There is little enthusiasm in Cuba today for the 
anonymous housing and commercial development 
that decimated some neighborhoods when Soviet 
planners provided assistance in the first decades after 
the revolution. Older aesthetics and collaborative 
approaches to design are re-emerging as the Cuban 
people rebuild for themselves, with the support of a 
new cycle of designers hoping to establish long-term 
relationships with mutually beneficial learning and 
development opportunities.

Cuba is much less isolated from international cultural 
and political trends than many of us believed, and for- 
mal and informal commerce with the United States 
has taken more than 175,000 Americans to the island 
in the past year. A more critical attitude on the part of 
Cubans is enabling them to preserve the best of their 
old communities while teaching American students 
about the critical attitudes necessary to resist the 
destructive Modernist and post-Modernist design ten- 
dencies that too often failed to respond to what clients 
needed. The emergence in Cuba, and at the BAC, of 
increasingly critical attitudes toward design generally, 
and collaborative international design education in 
particular, will provide interactive learning opportuni- 
ties for all involved.
